THE LEGISLATURE. 


HOW THE "GAMES" AKK 


HOMBTIMKS TVOHKED 


The legislature of Pennsylvania is 


one of the biggest aud boldest legalized 
blackmailing concerns on earth. The 
big corporations, the insurance com- 
panies, the Standard Oil company, the

This course thoroughly alarms the 


victims, \vho at once hustle to get a 
fund together to purchase the strangu- 
lation of the measure thus threatening 
their interesta. Thousands oi dollars 
are raised on the "camptown" prin- 
ciple, and a representative sent to ne- 
gotiate with the blackmailers.

sometimes happens that the 
black- 


mailing cabal saves them this trouble, 
as was the case a lew years ago when 
the speaker pro tern. o£ the senate 
was tracked to the office of a foreign 
corporation which had its headquar- 
ters in New York city, and which was 
invited to come down 
handsomely. 


The guilt oi' this legislative blackmail- 
er became known, and there was a 
scandal and a mock investigation. 


The senate committee on finance is

Hog us Assessments. 


The September return of the voters 


of Philadelphia has been completed by 
the machine assessors, and shows that 
the bogus ami rotten assessment is stiil 
being kept at lngh water mark. This 
indicates that the old game of voting 
the names of dead men, of clogs, poll 
parrots and monkeys is again to be re- 
ported to this fall by the gangs of 
trained home and imported repeaters 
from Washington, Baltimore, Wilming- 
ton and Chester. A boy not of age re- 
cently admitted belore a magistrate he 
had voted 3fi times at the last election 
in Philadelphia, receiving $1 for each 
vote he got. A total return ot 318,151

THE BATTLE OF HANOVER. 


PART TAKEN IN THE ENGAGEMENT 


BY THE GTH N. Y. CAVAOW. . 


egiments March to Gettysburg, an 
Ihe Part it Played in Lho 


Grcill. Battle. 


At the reception 
tendered visiting 


veterans of the Fifth New York. Caval- 
ry, on tbe evening of Thursday, Sept. 7, 
in the Arcadian Clul) rooms, Hanover, 
Capt. Jabez Cliambere, Brooklyn, N" Y., 
read an interesting paper entitled "A 
Biief Sketch of the Part Taken by the 
Fiftti N Y Cavalry at Hanoveir, June 
30, and at Gettysburg, July 1. 2 and 3, 
1863 " 


Tbe paper was written bj C. B. Thom- 


as, of Chicago, late regimental eommfs- 
aary sergeant of the 5tb X. Y. Volun- 
teer Cavalry, who, as a member of that 
command, was iu the thick of tlie fight 
at Hanover 


The paper was of ranch local intereat, 


and was first published in the IJuiwer 
Uncord of Sept. 34, as follows : 


1 name Hanover first, because I claim 


it was here that the greatest of battles 
commenced on the 30th day of Juue, 
18B8; there was the first move cheeked 
on the chess-board of war. It was from 
this point that Stuart expected to gel a 
position on our right, of great advantage 
to the Confederate General, but unex- 
pectedly he ran into the Third Division 
Cavalry Corps, Army of the Potomac, 
and all his plaus iu this city came to 
naught. 


The 3rd division cavaliy broke camp 


at Litllaatown early on the morning of 
the SO'h, taking the road to this city 
(Ilanovei), and bad moved steadily and 
rapidly to aud through the town until 
the head of the column was son?e miles 
beyond on the road to York, when a 
halt was made, leaving the rear guard, 
which consisted of the ISA Penusjlva- 
uia, just souvh, with head of the regi- 
ment at tbe entrance of Hanover. 


When the column commenced to paw 


through the town on Frederick street 
the people came from every direction, 
lining boih sides of this thoroughfare, to 
pay their respects to their friends, tbe 
Union soldiers, with whom they ex- 
changed patriotic ureetinns; 
this m 


great contrast with tbe reception receiv- 
ed south of the Potomac. They not 
only came with words of greeting, but 
with the thicgs tha: cheer a hungry sol- 
dier, bountifully providing all from their 
well supplied larders and storehouses. 


ch regiment as it passed received this 


kind attention. 
When the column came 


to a halt it was the good tortune of. the 
5th New York to have reached the cen- 
tre of town, or near tbe market place 
and like tbe rest was entertained at this 
patriotic reception, with words of cheer 
and songs sung by a party of young 
ladies irom the balcony of a hotel near- 
by. It ia wondered if any of those are 
piesent here to-night. If BO, we, the 
survivors of the o'.h, request that they 
sing the songs they sang so long ago.

will carry us back to that day of ]S(i3 
when the Nation's life quivered in the 
balance and history was made by rapid 
strides. 


Oh, how fraught with emotions are 


the days that are past. No thought of 
the entmy that was lurking near had 
otered the minds of either citizen or 
soldier, though the latter were ever on 
the alert, and ready when duty called. 
Little did any of us think the call would 
come so soon. 


Suddenly there sounded upon the air 


of this peaceful uity a report as if from 
the mouth of a cannon. It came from 
the south and right rear Hank of the 
me. It was at first thought to be a 
friendly salule in honor of our coming ; 
but this was rudely dispelled. An un 
mislakable sound — a whistling shell 
came hurtling through space, and over 
our heads, bursting near the market- 
place. When this was repeated by an- 
other, and another, we reali/.ed we were 
attacked. Tbe social scene came sud- 
denly to a close; tbe startled people 
knew not what to do until told to go in- 
doors. Then terror-stricken women and 
children fled. They scarcely realized 
what was happening, that this was 
grim-visaged war. 


Tne curtain was rung down, then up, 


and another scene was on in the drama, 
Tbe sounding of bugles, the hurried 
command, the quick movements, the 
shots of revolver and carbine, the flash 
of the sabre, the oncoming enemy, the 
broken ranks of the rear guard pressing 
upon our rear and flank. But the 5th 
was not to be so easily disconcerted or 
lanic-striekeu. At this critical moment 
Major John Hammond, who command- 
ed the regiment, took in tbe situation, 
and with bis accustomed coolness and 
bravery quickly commanded head of 
column to the left, and we passed down 
a side street towards the railroad depot, 
ind upon a vacant lot re-formed into 
ine, drew sabers and breaking off. into 
ours, be ordered and led a charge. 


By this time tbe enemy bad penetrat- 


d to the market-place. We met and 
vere instantly engaged in a hand to 
iand conflict. Our onslaught was so 
ndden and strong that notwithstanding 
a gallant resistance they were hurled 
mck and followed with irresistible force. 
Though fresh regiments were brought 
o their assistance, rallying again and 
gain, they were driven back over the 
ill they had taken possession of under 
over of their gnus. As one writer says: 


In less than fifteen minutes from tbe 


ime they charged tbe rear guard," they 
'ere driven from this loyal city. Many 
vere found biding in the wheat fields 
hrough which they came, and others io 
ut of tbe way places, leaving the streets 
Uewn with their dead, dying and

In the mean time Genls. Kilpatrick 
nd Farnawortb, who were some miles 
n advance, at head of division, bearing 
be sound of cannon, came back in hot 
iast9, arriving upon tbe scene after the 
gbt was long over, and the town clear- 
d of the £oe. The former took personal 
otnmand of subsequent movements, 
lis orders were given with skill, and 
xecuted by tbe "5;h with its usual 
promptness and courage. 


Elder's Battery, well supported, was 


wsted on a bill to tbe east and north of 
be town, on the right flank of the 
nemy, and 
BOOH silenced their guna, 


compelling them to retire to the south 
aud east, vlaHauover Junction to York 
with his right ou Wrightsville, inorde 
to rejoin Lee's army. The enemies 
losses were twenty-five dead, and th 
wounded far exceeded this number 
Seventy-five prisoners were taken. The 
colors of the 13 tb Virginia Ccebel) wei 
captured by Sergt. Thomas Burk, o 
Co. A. 


Among the prisoners was Lieut. Col 


Payne, who commanded a brigade. Hi 
capture was rather amusing, as well as 
ludicrous, but worthy ot historica 
tecord. 
He was made prisoner by 


Abraham Polger, ot Co. II, who had 
been himself made prisoner by tbe Colo 
nel aud an ordeily. As they passec 
aloug the road to the south, Folger 
Ufigrd behind tbe Colonel who was 
leaving the orderly to attend to him 
when near the tannery (Wmebrenner's) 
be saw a. carbine lying beside cae road 
he sprang lor il and AS quickly fired at 
the Colonel, hitting uud killing his 
horse, who, in its death struggles fel 
over toward one ot the vats, and the 
Colonel was thrown headlong into it, 
which was full of tan liquid. 


Folger, seeing that the doughty Colo- 


nel was safe for the momeut, turned bis 
attention to the orderly, who had found 
his revolver fouled by a cap, but though! 
to escape by jumping his horse over the 
fence. Not succeeding tie was com pell 
ed to surrender. Fulger discovered he 
had fired the last shot when he killed 
the colonel's horse, but aa neither the 
orderly nor the colonel was aware of this 
it served Fjlger just as well as though 
ttie weapon had been fully loaded. Tlie 
orderly was compelled lo ass.st his super- 
or nflicsr out of the vat of liquid. His 
natty gray uniform, trimmed with white 
velvet, Ins white military gauntlets, his 
hair and face, and iu fact hij whole per- 
son, had been thoroughly tanned by the 
liquid, as well as by -Fjlger, who march 
ed his prisoners in front of him to the 
market-place, there turning them over 
to the provost-marshal!, armed with the 
empty carbine, which he held in one 
hand, and in the other hand a large stick. 
Folger had been made prisoner the win- 
ter before by Payne's command, so had 
paid the debt he owed, returning tbe 
compliment with interest, as he was one 
tanning ahead. 


Our loss was nine killed, thirty-one 


wounded aud fifteen priuoners. Among 
the killed was our adjutant, Alexander 


l, who fell in a charge, a ball passing 


through his head killing him intantly, 
just as we reached the last house on the 
right, as we were driving them back 
Our wounded were most carefully at- 
tended to by your citizens in a hospital 
established in the German Reformed 
church, all vieing with one another as to 
who should render the best service to 
both iriend aud foe, who can never for- 
get their kindness, especially that of the 
ladies, and we hope God has dealt kind- 
ly by them, and that their paths have 
been along the still and placid river, 
where lile's ways are strewn with sweet 
flowers. You shall ever be held in kind 
remeoibiance by both the blue and tbe 
gray, for what you did unto these you 
did unto us. And, to-day, we know 
you, as well as we, have not forgotten 
that 30lh day of June, when the old 
1 Fighting Fifth" defended your homes 
aud firesides and the cause of liberty. 
Tbe tbarfks of your people were many ; 
their gratitude to us, their protectors, 
unbounded; and we now know il was 
sincere. In reply we can only say, we 
did our duty to you, as we would have 
done to others ; we obeyed orders ; we 
defended the flag, the sacred soil of 
Pennsylvania and this loyal town of 
Hanover, »nd spent the nightin bivouac 
upon the scene of ourvictory. 


The next day, July lat, at 11 a. m., 


the First Brigade, third division, moved 
to Abtjottstown, to E-ist Bsrliu, and fol- 
lowed the enemy to Kosetown. Tbe olb 
N. Y., aud a section of Elder's Battery 
was sent on a reconnoisacce towards 
York, taking several prisoners, return- 
ing to Berlin at midnight. 


July 2ud the division moved to within 


four miles of Gettysburg, where could 
be seen the battle as it raged, upon this, 
the second day's trial for supremacy. 
Thence the division moved to New Ox- 
ford aud Hunterstown, where we were 
engaged with Stewart's cavalry in a 
hard, bold and bloody fight, which lasted 
until 
dark. 
Charges 
and 
counter 


charges were made ; sabre, revolver and 
carbines were used as their usefulness 
was in turn by the situation suggested. 
The artillery did not cease to engage the 
enemy until long after tbe infantry in 
front of Gettysburg had laid down to 
rest. Stewart was defeated in his at- 
tempt to turn our extreme right flank 
and was driven back upon his infantry 
support, without the prize of our wagon 
train, which he thought to get. 


During tbe night, about one a. m., our 


division moved from tbe extreme right 
to the extreme left flank, two and one- 
half miles from Gettysburg, near Little 
Round-top, arnvingat nine a. m., July 
3d. The remaining divisions of 
the 


Cavalry Corps were left upon tbe right 
to watch Stewart. Our work was with 
infantry. 
We were reinforced during 


the day by General Merrit's brigade of 
the first division. About ten a, m. Gen. 
Kilpalrick sent out skirmishers upon 
the enemy's right flank and rear, with 
the design to create a panic and force 
lien back upon bis train. 


About three p. m., during the most 


awful cannonading ever heard upon this 
earth, a large force of the enemy's 
nfantry was seen advancing with the 
apparent intention of wiping out tbe 
cavalry with one fell stroke, and thus 
turn our flrtnk and our position on Little 
Siund-top, which was then occupied by 
artillery, and infantry support. 
Taking 


in the situation, and in order to defeat 
tbe design, Gen. Kilpatrick made tbe 
best disposition possible of his command; 
be ordered General Farnsworth to take 
the 1st Vermont, 1st W. Va. and the 
18th Penna. and charge to break this 
ine if possible; at any rate it must be 
checked. After placing the 5tb N. Y. 
m support of E'.der's Battery, which 
was exposed to a galling fire be look the 
regiments named and led them gallantly 
to this unequal contest, striking tbe 
enemy in the flank, driving him back 
upon bis second line. Though not an 
entire success, its well directed blow 
prevented, as prisoners said, a flank 
tnovemen.t. It was brief, sharp, and at- 
tended with great slaughter. 
Our bri- 


gade losr, heavily. General Kilpatrick 
says in bis official report: "In this 
charge the gallant Farnsworth lost bis 
:ife. 
Short and brilliant was his career.

It is the first 
Ihin^ which they S^P, and the first 
thing which (hey hear of the expo- 
hjlion—for tho KspUn.ide ;s vociferous 
us \vell as picturesque 
It is the wide 


pathway to ihe main entrance of the 
exposition buildings, and the home of 


lighter amu»emcnts ot the exhibi- 


tion. Hore the languid tieauties of the 
east mingle with the dark skinned 
"Mammyb" horn on the old plantations 
of the American south, in the days be- 
fore slavery was abolished in the Uni- 
ted States, and the co&tumes of the 
European Tirrk walk comfortably side 
by side with the simple dre&s of the 
leservatun Indian. 


The noise of the Esplanade is the 


confusion of various tongues, 
the 


beat ins of drum:-, the shrill cries of 
animal.-; from the far climes and toot- 
ing of instruments winch torture the 
snr and call the attention to ihe varie- 
fratt'd attractions that shirt the broad 
paths lo the main buildings. 


Occasionally tbe trumpeunp of 
an 


elephant may be beard from one of 
the long low si rm lures to tlie south, 
This is said 10 be a cry for a new 
-supply of peanuts. On Saturday this 
elephant wandered from his 
home, 


broke off the sneelinp and boards from 
the brick Esplanade restaurant and 
devoured two bushels of choice peach- 
es and half a barrel of soda crackers. 
This episode did not, however, create 


i so great a sensation as the appear- 


ance amidst the Esplanade throng of 
the smallest woman in the world, who 
was in constant danger of being tramp- 
led to death by tlie crowd. This was 
Chiquita, the human midget, who is 
no higher than a child's knee. She 
had takeji a fancy to go out into the 
street. 
Cbiquita is one ot the sights 


of the Esplanade whom the public is 
not expet i ed to see \\ ithout the ex- 
penditure of their dime. She and the 
elephant are not, however, the only 
\eiled exhibits which appear occasion- 
ally beyond the walls of the theaters 
and enlnen the sc^ne on the Esplan- 
ade. 
The inhabitants ot" the Chinese 


village and the women of luxuriant 
ea.se and eastern loveliness, who in- 
spire the admiration of the visitors 
at the Oriental coffee room, and the 
gaily bedecked sword lighters from the 
Arabian Theater Hash in and 
out 


among the crowds at rare interv<*u>. 
and then whisk bac.v again into their 
seclusion, where to follow them one 
must lose some of his small change. 


The eloquence with which the youn£ 


man at the old plantation building an 
nouni es tbe varied attractions within 
fills the Esplanade with a swell and 
is answered by the more piercing cry 
of tbe lecturer who in the distance 
recites the wonders to be seon in the 
famous Hagenback &how. A constant 
succession of riile shots anounce that 
the shooting galleries are busy, and the 
occasional outcry of a Kavajo Indian is 
heard from the interior of then' vil- 
lage. The Cairo Theater and Oriental 
Coflee Parlor boasts of a great array 
of dancing girls, a score of sword 
fighters, gun apinnei's and an Egyptian 
wedding, as well as the attendants of 
a troop of bewitching Arabian girls. . 
whose smiles and graces give an ad- 
ditional lla\or to the Mocha and cig- 
arettes which they serve to thos» who 
are inclined to such eastern luxuries. 


]f the stroller on the 
Esplanade 


wishes milder amusements than those 
he visits such places as the photo- 
graph gallery and has his 
picture 


taken; looks in upon the wonderful per- 
formance of "Jim Key," the famous 
educated horse, or visits the hall 
where is displayed a fine representa- 
tion of the birth of the American flag. 


When a man has passed the rounds 


of the Esplanade he finally manages to 
discover that he is both hungry and 
thirsty; if he does not, he is reminded 
of it by enticing odors from an open- 
air kitchen, in which Finnin Michel is 
preparing for his delectation redhot 
beef sandwiches, hot cofi'ee and other 
things good for a man in his state of 
stomach; or he has not far to go to 
find the wide open doors of tha 
Esplanade restaurant, managed under 
the same direction as that of the Betz 
building restaurant on Broad street. 
Ice water is the mildest, but coffee is 
not the strongest beverage served here. 
There is ample range for a hungry 
man's choice in prices and products. 
No one need go away from the Esplan- 
ade with an empty stomach or without 
new ideas. 


At night the broad path is brilliantly 


illuminated by a double system oi" gas 
and electric lamps arranged in a uni- 
form line down the middle of the Es- 
planade. There are also some very 
pleasing electrical effects upon the fa- 
cades of tbe Esplanade building

JOH IMMJSTRIAL LSFROVEMEXT. 
The gentlemen who have interested 


themselves in the project to bring about 
industrial improvement iu Gettysburg, 
and who last .Friday evening organized 
the "Gettysburg Development 
Com- 


pany" pursue the right plan, we believe, 
in seeking to get for Gettysburg in 
dustries already established and under 
expert management. 
The trouble heie- 


tofore in our town in this line, and by 
reason of which some of our industries 
have failed, has been in the fact that the 
management was too often not familiar 
with the business in hand or sufficient 
capital was not obtainable. Under the 
new plan, however, it is sought to bring 
here manufactories now established and 
to offer them such inducements as our 
town will afford. 


The meeting of last Friday promises 


large results, not only because of the 
propositions offered, but also by reason 
ot the enthusiasm shown iu the whole 
subject by those present. The Commit- 
tee who had the meeting in charge, 
Messrs. Tipton, Winter and Cox, devoted 
considerable time to the matter and 
aroused in the project the concern of as 
many of our business men as possible, 
with the result that almost all of the 
various interests of our town were repre- 
sented, and a generally satisfactory meet- 
ing held. 


We have in Gettysburg many people 


who want employment, and the prospect 
that work will be offered to a hundred 
or more of them in the near future, with 
the likelihood of employment for a larger 
number, is very gratifying. 


We hope that the plans suggested will 


materialize and that our industrial con- 
ditions will become such that our people 
may have steady employment, which will 
result in general improvement. 


MR. (JUAT'iS OOVEKXOK. 


William A. Stone is the first governor 


of Pennsylvania who has undertaken to 
set himself up as superior to the constitu- 
tion and to usurp the functions of an 
emperor in a sovereign state of the 
American union. Ho appoints a United 
States senator when the constitution re- 
quires him to summon the Legislature 
in extra session and when he knows the 
senate from its establishment has never 
received, but has always rejected, an ap- 
plicant applying under such circumstan- 
ces with a governor's credentials. 


He vetoes two proposed constitutional 


amendments looking to a clesin and 
honest ballot because his boss disap- 
proves of them, and which the constitu- 
tion- withdraws from liis consideration 
He takes his pen and roams through ap- 
propriations which he deems too large, 
striking here aud there, thus constitut 
mg himself bigger than the legislature, 
and which no other jcovernor ever dareii 
to do. He signs a bill aud Ules it among 
the statutes, but subsequently, forming 
an unfavorable opinion of the law, he re- 
considers his approval and imagines that 
he has repealed the act. 
He sends foi 


the authorities of state aud eleemosynary 
institulious that Lave been given appro 
piiations and compels them to accept a 
lower amount because a refusal will 
cause him to veto the entire appropria- 
tion. Thus things have come to a prettj 
pass iu Pennsylvania when a governor 
becomes greater Dhan the legislature aud 
breaks the laws which he has sworn to 
execute and obey. 


A PUBLIC COXVJBMEXCE. 


It is to be regretted that the Burgess 


has seen lit to retuse his signature to 
the ordinance passed by the 
Town 


Council at its last meeting grunting to 
the Drainage Company the privilege oi 
laying its pipes in the First Ward. This 
project is in the direction of a much 
needed public improvement, and it 
would enhance the value ot' every prop- 
erty along the entire line proposed. 
Private capital is to be invested with but 
little prospect of financial reward, the 
plan being simply to provide for the 
convenience of the people who want 
sewerage. 


The day is rapidly coming, we believe, 


when Gettysburg will be in the condi- 
tion to require a complete sewerage 
system, which condition will be in pari 
occasioned by the many cess-pools now 
being built, and what can be done now 
will relieve just that much when the 
general system is laid. la any case this 
plan of the Drainage Company now is a 
timely one, and its proposition to turn 
the sewer over to the town at any time, 
on payment of the cost of its construc- 
tion, is a deserving one.

With the speeche.: of W. T. Croaay, 


the Democratic candidate for State

No Joint Debate. 


Republicans "Will Not Accept the Demo- 


cratic Challenge. 


There will be no joint debates of Demo- 


cratic and Republican orators this fall on 
tbe issues of the State campaign. This 
point was settled last Monday by General 
Frank Eeeder, chairman of the Republi- 
can State Committee, who declined the 
frank challenge of Chairman Killing, of 
the Democratic Committee, in the follow- 
ing letter: 


"Dear Sir—Your letter of September 13, 


inviting me to co-operate with you in ar- 
ranging for the joint discussion of some or 
all of the issues of the present campaign, 
was duly received, 


"Preparations are now being made by 


the Republican State Committee to present 
to the electors of the Commonwealth a 
full discussion of all the public questions 
at issue in the present contest. 
It is as- 


sumed that your committee is doing the 
same. 


"The voters of the Commonwealth are 


intelligent enough to thoroughly compre- 
hend tbe merits of any controversy thus 
presented without a resort to joint debates. 
There are no exceptional conditions this 
year to require exceptional treatment, and 
I can see no good reason for adopting your 
suggestion." 


"Of course," said Chairman Rilling last 


week at his headquarters, commenting 
on Qeneral Reeder's letter, "we can't have 
a joint debate with our opponents it they 
adhere to General Reeder's refusal.

think, however, they are presuming a 
great deal upon the intelligence of the 
people in declining our proposition, in 
view of the fact that for years they havo 
controlled the financial affairs of our State, 
and now seek popular indorsement and re- 
newal of that management through the 
election of their candidate for State Treas- 
urer. 


"I am glad to learn from General Read- 


er, however, that among themselves, at 
least, they will present 'a full discussion of 
all the public questions at issue in the 
present contest.' 
We shall await with 


deep interest their answers to the charges 
in the Democratic State platform that 'the 
payment of political obligations out of the 
State Treasury has already created a deficit 
of over $3,500,000, crippled the public 
charities, robbed the public schools and 
enormously increased the burdens of the 
individual taxpayers,' and that Governor 
Stone has displayed indecent haste and 
shown disrespect to the people in appoint- 
ing as United States Senator M. S. Quay, 
who, 
to prevent a full investigation of 


criminal charges, pleaded the statute of 
limitations ; also that the Governor is to 
be condemned for the unwarranted reduc- 
tion of the appropriation to the public 
schools and unauthorized veto of the con- 
stitutional amendment looking to reform 
in registration of voters." 


Dreyius Parrtoiiert. 


Paris dispatches of the 19th say : 
Captain Dreyfus was pardoned to-day. 
Before the President could exercise the 


right of pardon Dreyfus had to withdraw 
his appeal to the Council of Revision. 
He 


will be released Thursday. 


He will still, however, have the right to 


appeal to the Court of Cassation to have 
the judgment of the Reunes court-martial 
set aside and his innocence proclaimed. 
This right he intends to use. 


The decision of the Cabinet to pardon 


Dreyfus created lees interest in Paris than 
would the iebult of a big horse race. In 
fact, it may be said that it caused no ex- 
citement. There was no noting on the 
boulevards. In front of the offices of the 
Libre Parole, where a crowd usually as- 
sembles in the evening to gaze upon huge 
colored transparencies outside the win- 
dows of the leading anti-Semite organ, 
there was not the slightest gathering or 
the faintest sign of a demonstration either 
for or against Dreyfus. 


One would think that the fire of the 


Dreyfus agitation bad burned itself out. 
The anti-Dreyfusard evening papers tried 
to infuse interest into the Government's 
action by a rabid attack upon President 
Loubet, but their efforts were futile. The 
peaceful crowds that filled the tables in 
front of the cafes, sipping their after din- 
ner coffee, looked at the newsboys who 
displayed the front pages ot their sheets, 
but refused to get excited. The majority 
did not even discuss the pardon, or only 
made the passing remark that the decision 
was just what had been expected.

In anticipation of the 
second incorporation, the Harries com- 
pany will begin the construction of the 
Maryland portion of the line without fur- 
ther delay.—Bnllo.

The Board of Aldermen of Frederick 


City have granted the Frederick, Thur- 
mont & Northern Railway Company, Col. 
L. Victor Baughmau president, a fran- 
chise to Jay their tracks on certain streets 
of Frederick under very reasonable stipula- 
ted conditions, which are acceptable to the 
company. The project, which is being 
backed by a New York and Louisville syn- 
dicate, will require about $215,000, of 
which $50,000 is to be subscribed by local 
people. 


The road will run from Frederick to

HOG KA.ISING. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO THKWATE 


SUPPLY. 


Profitable swine raising is chiefly 


question of manaseTient. Care, feedin 
and sanitation are the important fea 
urea of the work. Disease, the swim 
raisers' greatest enemy,, in apite of th 
occasional exceptions 
'which may b 


taken to prove the rule, ia very largel 
warded off or invited according as tb 
sanitary measures that prevail in a her 
are good or bad. A leading point i 
swine management is a good supply o 
water. It used to be thought that ther 
could be no better water supply for th 
swine producer than that afforded by 
stream running through the farm. Th 
beliefs of practical swine-raisers in thi 
regard, however, have very materiall 
changed. Where a stream is relied upo 
there is alwaya difficulty in keeping th 
bogs witbiu tbe bounds assigned them 
for the banks of a stream are difficult t 
fence bog tight. Worst of all however 
since the exhaustive investigations of Dr 
Bitting, of the Purdue Experiment Sta 
tion, it has become a generally recog 
fact that reliance upon a running stream 
through the place ia in awine-raisin 
one of the most dangerous conditions, a 
far as the health of the herd is concen 
ed, that could possibly exiat. Ther 
is no more prol'iic propagator of con 
tagion than the running stream, an 
f.he swine-raiser who relies upon it no 
only takes his own risk of disease, bu 
participates in thoae of all the hog 
further up the stream whose quarter 
are drained by it. Dr. BUtini?, to whom 
reference has just been made, fouud tha 
the prevalence of hog cholera in Indian 
was in direct proportion to the nearnes 
of the quarters in which herds wer 
kept to the running streams of the State 
If the swine-raiser has a running strean 
passing through his place, instead of re 
garding it as an aid to his work be ahoul 
keep his hogs away from it by means o 
fences that they cannot possibly ge 
through. Stagnant ponds in which th 
hogs both drink and wallow are probabl 
j uat a little better than running streams 
but not much. The hog, being very sas 
ceptible to the effects of hot weather 
does need and ought to have shade, bu 
it does not need a place to wallow, and 
the drinking of staguaat water cauno 
possibly be good for any animal. It i 
certainly not good for the bog, and whil 
it may not produce outbreaks of fata 
diseases like hog cholera, it does cause s 
train of other diseases not so deadly tc 
to the hog, but almost or quite as deadly 
to profitable hog production, which can 
only be carried on uuder conditions tha 
will maintain good health aud thrift 
The be; t water supply for any live stock 
is the well with a water syatein of tanks 
pipes and drinking fountains that give 
yu abundance of good, pure water access 
ible at all times, so that whenever the 
hog wants it he can get at it. Failing 
in this, a spring rising on the place am 
piped tc the bog-jard and pastures serves 
the purpose quite well. Oue should no 
imagine, however, tbat the hop is bj 
preference as dirty an animal as he 
seems. He stands a good deal when he 
must, but dirt is anything but conduc 
ive to thrift. Those who want to suc- 
ceed with hogs, therefors, should make 
provision for a good supply of cleai 
water, uneontaaiimated by the seeds of 
disease drained into it, and free from the 
countless germs that inhabit the stag 
nant ponds, a chief consideration. 


EAKLY and late frosts are disliked by 


farmers, but such frosts do more barm 
to insects than the severe cold of winter, 
aa they catch many insects out ot ground 
or just below the surface. It has been 
noticed that when the winters are se- 
verely cold and the ground remains 
frozen until well iuto spring, insects are 
more numerous the following summer 
than when ttw winters are mild. It is 
the altercate freezing and thawing that 
does tbe damage to insects, especially 
wlien there is a warm rain followed by a 
sudden freezing of the ground below the 
surface.

Aa Lo the result of the conference the 


concensus of opinion among the leading 
men of the Umted .States who attended it 
ih that much good has been done, 


William .r, Bryan, of Nebraska, and \V. 


Bourke Cockran, of .Xew York, were the 
leading iigures of the Conference. 


In speaking of the conference and ite in- 


fluence, Mr. Bryan said that the discussion 
wbick. look place would ha\e tangible re- 
sults. it could have nothing else than a 
beneficial effect upon the rnmda of tbe 
people. 
He was not willing lo talk at 


length, but condensed his opinion in tbe 
following language :
